GuERNSEY BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION 


The perfect Guernsey Breeders’ Association has yet 
come before the but here one that has tackled 
two three activities and handled them well. There 
still much that can done, but the beauty the situation 
lies the fact that the members realize it, and this consti- 
tutes the first step toward accomplishment. They have the 
advantage the experience and advice Dr. Wood 
who has figured some prominent Guernsey deals the 
past, and whose thirty odd years the game have made him 
beneficient patron their association. 


The officers are follows: president, Charles Brooks; 
vice-president, Adams; secretary, Maurice Nelson; 


and treasurer, Yaeger. These officers were re-elected 
the annual meeting which was held January 24, when 
Professor Humphrey the University Wisconsin spoke 
the development the dairy industry. 

The principal efforts the association have been directed 
towards sales, which are handled through Dr. Wood, and the 
activity the local cow testing association, through which 
many these herds have been developed. This has been 
starting point for the Advanced Register testing which has 
been done. During the last testing year, Frank Case, 
Good Thunder, had the high Guernsey herd, which was also 
the third highest producing herd the association, all breeds 
considered. His eight cows produced average 370 
pounds butter fat. order encourage cow testing, the 
Blue Earth County Guernsey Breeders’ Association has 
evolved Certificate Merit which will presented the 


owner every Guernsey cow which exceeds certain require- 
ments. 


visiting representative arrived Mankato 
one afternoon and went directly Dr. Wood’s office, which 
the final gravitating point for the breeders who drop into 
town. party was made for dinner the Hotel, includ- 
ing Dr. Wood, Charles Brooks, Maurice Nelson, 
Adams and his son; Gleason, from Nicollet, 
Yaeger, from Good Thunder, and County Agent McMillan. 
Plans were made visit the herds some the men dur- 
ing the next day. 

All these herds were found what would called 
ordinary farms. few the barns are equipped with box 
stalls and drinking cups, but none them have any super- 
lative frills. few are testing the Farmers’ Division, be- 
sides the 365 day classes, and all the cows receive ordinary 
farm care, with but few being milked more than twice daily, 
except the higher record cows. The records run from 350 
pounds immature cows, some class leader caliber. 

Alfalfa being grown some extent, with few roots 
and practically every farm has one more silos. The land 
widely varying, some being quite hilly, and other parts 
the county lying the most level corn belt style. was 
noticeable that eyery farm, matter what the equipment, 
was position produce high grade cream milk, de- 
pending the market for the product.

Two other customers whose business amounts twenty-five 
hundred dollars year, have been buying continually for 
seven years, spite the underbidding competitors. 
These are indications the satisfaction that derived from 
the product. 

The business had been running for two years when 
began take too much his time, Mr. Watts resigned 
his postal connection, and bought grade Guernsey herd. 
weighing, testing, and selecting, has built herd 
fifty-six head, which have received much favorable comment. 
has sold grade heifer calves for seventy-five dollars. 
for production, has cows that have produced 16000 
pounds milk, and most them will produce from forty 
sixty pounds daily maximum production. The herd has 
been the federal accredited list for five years. 

until four years ago, all the trade was bulk milk 
and cream, but that time the bottled trade was started, 
and gradually absorbing the other. Mr. Watts first 
placed few bottles the high class market Roberts 
Fitzgerald, and was not long before the demand grew 
quite large, and now amounts about 500 quarts week. 
This six day market brought Mr. Watts chance capitalize 
the extreme cleanliness and quality his milk. came 
about this way.

years ago, two young Scandinavian sailors 

turned their backs the tumultuous life the Skager- 
rack and the North Sea, abandoned their seafaring existence, 
and booked steerage passage across the Western Ocean. The 
Lady with the Torch blinked fleeting welcome them 
one foggy morning, the puzzles Quarantine and Ellis 
Island were passed, and two young American farmers were 
born. Northern Minnesota opened her hospitable arms, and 
forty acres stump and timber land came into the possession 
Gust Svanberg and Joseph Anderson.

Neither 
the boys are married,—they must their own housework 
and cooking.

was not all brawn that did it,—brains and what the 
Yankees call had their share.

Cora’s Governor 
Chilmark 8971. The dam their bull was Guilberta 
Guyuna 44404 (11288.0 milk, 583.13 butter fat, class A), 
daughter Imp. Island Harvester 16909. This was all 
Greek the buyers, for they did not know the difference 
between one name and another, that fall they subscribed 
the JouRNAL, and have been getting ever since. Now, 
you want careful when you talk pedigree with Gust, 
lose your standing. Joe leans more toward feeding, 
and you’d surprised the books and bulletins has 
studied. You would want watch your step there, too, 
for Joe can talk balanced rations and calories with the best 
them. Between them they are keen pair students 
dairying and Guernsey breeding. 

Gilbert Watkins 60845 must have been inspiration 
his new owners, for when came time for the Northern 
Minnesota Fair Bemidji that fall, they entered him,— 
their only pure bred Guernsey. Get this:—it nineteen 
miles from the farm the fair grounds, and they walked 
the bull there Tuesday, and walked him back Thursday, 
and brought red ribbon home with them. They have shown 
him every year since then, transported the same means, 
and have taken either first second each year. The second 
came last fall, when Sheldon came over from Grand 
Rapids with Dot’s Cherub Shorewood 58823, and took 
first, Gilbert has met some competition. 

They have nine heifers from him now, which three are 
pure breds, and they have sold few. The Fair Bemidji 
offered silver cup the exhibitor having the best grade 
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heifer, pure bred sire any breed. Svanberg and 
Anderson won two years succession daughters 
Gilbert, they own permanently. The cup stands 
little shelf the living room, and flanked number 
blue and red ribbons won the same fair the last three 
years. 

The first fall’s experience the show ring gave them the 
pure bred fever, for they decided that they wanted regis- 
tered cow, but they had money buy one, and took 
the current income from their small grade and scrub herd 
keep them flour and beans, and buy machinery for 
the place. they went their local banker, Mr. Rhea, 
who had had previous experience with them, and borrowed 
$295 for the purpose. ‘‘And,” said Mr. Rhea afterward, 
mighty small security, too.” 

This money bought Marathon Rose Jean Luth 
79778, from Prof. Grout Jean Luth Farms. She was 
Marathon Rose King 37037, show ring winner and sire 
class leader, and was out Rouge May Rose 57496, 
daughter May King Linda Vista 17946 with class 
record just under 500 pounds. They had little breeding 
trouble with this cow first, but she straightened out and 
now has two heifers the herd, both sired Gilbert of. 
Watkins 60845. 

Since that time they have bought three more pure bred 
cows, for which they paid total $300. These have dropped 
one heifer and four bulls since they were bought, and the 
four bull calves have been sold for $100 apiece. The cows 
were Royal Coin Hop City 47473, Pride’s Cleopatra 
48444, and Pride’s Sophie Woodacre 141758. Such their 
start pure breds, and the three heifers that have already 
resulted from the foundation promise herd quality. 

There cow testing association that the boys can 
enter, and Advanced Register testing log barn lacks cer- 
tain attractions, but they are just waiting until the new 
barn up. went out and looked the clearing for that 
new barn. The trench for the foundation had been dug 
before cold weather and snow set last fall, and they 
barely had time build the forms for the concrete base 
before the weather put end operations.

That was the situation when dropped off the Duluth- 
Twin Cities bus Barnum, and stepped into the Hotel, 
there welcomed Mr. Rhoades, the proprietor. 
Now, this man has connection with the Guernsey thread 
this story, for owns not animal, but was from 
him that the first hint the nearly 100 per cent. loyalty 
the community Guernseys was demonstrated. Asked 
could mention any prominent Guernsey farmers near- 
by, replied: know all also volun- 
teered the information that Clarence Kuehn, the tester, 
would down few minutes.

Then the bull 
was sold out the county for while, but when the first 
cow testing association was started 1918, the production 
his daughters was proven, Mr. Doane bought him 
and brought him back Barnum, where service him 
was again open the farmers the locality. 


This bull made Barnum Guernsey community, barring 
the influence exerted his human friends, but remained 
for the cow testing association prove him.

1922, the high herd was mixed herd grade Guern- 
seys and Holsteins, owned Langhurst, with 
average 385.50 pounds butter 1923, this honor 
went the pure bred Guernsey herd two cows owned 
Loren Beck, with average 443.5 pounds; while the 
second high herd consisted five cows owned 
which averaged 430.7 pounds butter 
1924, the high herd was composed pure bred and grade 
Guernseys owned Arveson Brothers, with average 
431.6 pounds, nine will assumed, and rightly 
so, that many the herds are small. fact, some only 
consist two three cows, but the average herd nine 
ten head. With the exception four herds, all the forty- 
five members the association own Guernseys, and every 
Guernsey herd has pure bred bull its head, and few 
them have changed Guernseys since the association 
started. 


The association average 1922 was 246.6 pounds; 
1923 was 289.36 pounds; and 1924, the average was 
318.91 pounds butter fat, 324 cows. The 1923 average 
was the third highest the state, but figures are not yet 
available for the relative standing for 1924. 


The high cow 1922 was the grade Guernsey, Daisy,— 
daughter Jethro, and she produced 11511 pounds 
milk and 521.9 pounds butter fat the herd Newman 
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and Son. The year 1923 saw the pure bred cow, Imp. Dim- 
ple Spurs Jean Luth 69500, owned Beck, 
the top the list with 10357 pounds milk and 575.9 
pounds butter fat. Following her came Imp. Fan 
Jean Luth 69501, owned Hanson and Son, 
with 10830 pounds milk and 538.6 pounds butter fat. 
The year 1924 developed the second consecutive record 
the grade Guernsey cow, Beauty, owned Barney 
Arvesen, with 10547 pounds milk and 535.0 pounds 
butter fat, the high cow for the year. The Hanson cow 
again took second place, with 9678 pounds milk and 
534.9 pounds butter fat. 

1922, there were cows the association 
that produced over 300 pounds butter 1923, the 
number was increased 121, which forty-nine were the 
“pound-a-day” class, and four produced over 500 pounds 
fat. The figures for 1924 show even greater increase, 
for seventy-six cows made over 365 pounds, and five passed 
the 500 pound mark. Four herds averaged over 400 pounds 
fat per cow, with Charles Point, Lennartson, and 
Stettbacher following the lead set the Arvesen 
Brothers. The profit per cow from the high herdwas $137. 

When considered that the average cost pound 
feed was figured eighteen cents, and the Carlton Cream- 
ery paid average fifty-two cents pound for butter 
fat, the value these cows producers partly realized. 
Most the butter produced the Creamery, the way, 
sold the cities the Iron Range the north, and 
Duluth and Superior. All scores ninety-two better.

1924, the first these again went test, and produced 
477.7 pounds butter fat, while her sister was producing 
492.4 pounds. 

Among his grade daughters will found Daisy, who was 
seven years old when she started her association year 
1922, and produced 522, 529, and 491 pounds butter fat 
the following three consecutive years. She owned 
Newman and Son. Another Beauty, owned Barney 
Arvesen, who made 420 pounds 1923 and 535 pounds 
1924. Then there was Princess, who was sold buyer 
from Sandstone,—her records seven and eight years 
were 385 and 449 pounds butter fat. Another, Goldie, 
owned Duessler, made 477 pounds 1923. 

very few the Barnum cows are milked three times 
daily for short time the beginning the tests, but the 
twice daily milking the rule. Alfalfa getting good start, 
but there are few silos, the growing season for corn 
short. Roots, particularly rutabagas, are extensively culti- 
vated cow feed, and they get about 1000 bushels the 
acre this succulent feed good year. 

While old Jethro was the real bull the Barnum com- 
munity, there are and have been several others that have 
contributed notably the dairy welfare the county. 
One them was May King Follyland 23811, sired 
Imp. King the May 9001, who was also bought Mr. 
Doane. Many his daughters left the county before their 
worth was demonstrated, but one them, grade called 
Molly, produced 8840 pounds milk and 511.3 pounds 
butter fat during 1924. 

Caribou Ramee’s Sequel 68682 has been here for four 
five years. was sired Bedalbert 51232, and out 
Ramee Summerdale 38995, Great Producing Dam with 
three records her own, including 601.81 pounds class 
and four daughters. This bull now Doane’s 
farm. Another bull that was sold the Barnum people 
Mr. Stone was Caribou King Albert 39281, who was first 
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prize bull the Minnesota State Fair 1917, and was 
later sold the Douglas County Work Farm for $1500. 
This bull was Yeoman’s King Victor 22295, and out 
King’s Alberta 33788, cow that has four Advanced Register 
records and the dam the Advanced Register bull, Rose 
King Jean Luth 24329, whose daughter, Caribou 
Rosalie 131869, has just taken fourth place class Mr. 
Stone worked principally through Jessie Doane, and held 
high regard the Barnum folk, for having sold number 
good bulls low prices. the Barnum end the deal, 
said that Mr. Doane was the means buying about every 
good bull that the community ever owned.

122285, 366 pound producer the association. Caribou 
Ramee’s Sequel 68682 being used, stabled across 
the road Doane’s. 


This Caribou’s Calypsa’s Beda 68680 was Bedalbert 
51232, and out Caribou Calypsa 87283, who daugh- 
ter Jokastus 17320. another bull that has been 
extensively used around Barnum. 


Barney Arvesen has cow, Imp. Fanny Vallee 
Creux 40658, that now fourteen years old, and was first 
prize aged cow the 1917 Minnesota State Fair. This cow 
has class record 15107.6 pounds milk and 704.42 
pounds butter fat.

This girl went from city city, heralded 
advance press reports, and awaited hungrily the 
newspapers who wanted her statements the superiority 
Kansas wheat. National attention can focussed 
small sack wheat, pretty girl carries it. 

Kansas has accomplished what she started out do,— 
“Tell the world about our every automobile 
driven Kansan has that slogan upon it. But wheat 
has not been alone responsible for the building Kansas. 
Back that little sack wheat lies history that few re- 
view and many know, but whose credit lies not wheat, 
but cows, sows, and hens. 

The plains Kansas were broken pioneers who often 
planted their crops, see them cooked the hot winds, 
leaving only dry, brittle, dead and desolate fields; see 
thousands acres corn, wheat and oats ruined grass- 
hoppers, that cleaned the fields vegetation swept 
fire; see the army worm leave naught but the dying stalk 
and stubble; see drouth end hopeful season. Kansas 
wheat those days was good comparatively today. 
The greatness Kansas may lie wheat, but her history 
shows that her preservation was due the cow, the sow, 
and the hen. 

Many were the homes that would have been destitute 
for food the early days but for these three things. was 
the cow that grazed upon fall crops and grasses, that stood 
snow knee deep and dug her nose the nutritious Buffalo 
grass beneath, and that ate the residue pestilence and gave 
milk and butter that kept alive the forefathers the wheat 
farmer today. The red cow has more her credit 
Kansas than wheat. 

Let Kansas continue grow wheat; let her seek the pin- 
nacle publicity for it; but she knows her history, she will 
not allow this nation think she but flour. Dairying 
moving westward. has entered Kansas more positively 
the past four years than ever before. there stay. 
Kansas needs humus her soil, her wheat the 
best. She needs diversification her agriculture 
profitable over period years. She can grow completely 
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balanced ration for dairy cattle. She has more sunshine 
year than California. Within decade she will have the 
eastern fluid milk market within her reach. 

Wheat, pretty girls, grasshoppers, hot winds, army worms, 
drouth, corn, oats, alfalfa, peas, beans, cows, hogs and chick- 
ens.

Their spirit harks back the 
same spirit that moved their restless forefathers home- 
stead the then newly opened corn belt lands grazing 
lands. They have heard the call new home, and they 
came here with their families and their fortunes, establish 
new race pioneers. 

You can travel for mile after mile through stretches 
pine, tamarack, poplar and birch,—some virgin timber, 
some second growth, and some stump land, lying all its 
picturesque bareness. Occasionally you will pass newly 
cleared section, the middle which stands farm home 
and buildings. Sometimes they are the most primitive 
order, and you will know that the land just being reclaimed 
from the forest. Again you will pass farm its later stages 
development, and the buildings will have been remodeled, 
new ones built replace the first set. Sometimes, near 
the towns and tourist centers, you will find farm approach- 
ing the best modern aspect. But the thing that 
gratifying through all these types the noticeable number 
Guernseys, grade and pure bred, that sprinkle the timber- 
land.

THE AGRICULTURAL SITUATION 


passing 1924 marks another milestone slow, 

uphill road. Those great forces that distribute rain and 
sunshine took hand this time, with telling effect. Produc- 
tion larger than 1923 though acreage was smaller. The 
farm value the 1924 crops was approximately $9,500,000,- 
000 compared with $8,727,000,000 the previous year and 
$7,816,000,000 two years previous. 

Nothing the production situation has occurred since 
1920 such significance this season’s short corn crop. 
The really great surpluses overhanging agricultural markets 
are surpluses stored the hoof—stored the millions 
beef cattle, and dairy stock. Beef cattle have had the lowest 
purchasing power this fall since pre-war times. The short 
corn crop will have its effect the country’s animal indus- 
tries for two years and perhaps longer, harsh but powerful 
reducer. already pressing sharply hogs, for corn 
livestock what coal urban industry. 

The largest cash gains the year have gone the Wheat 
Belt where they were sorely needed. The Cotton Belt has 
again produced one and one-half billion dollar crop. Agri- 
culture whole has come nearest its bud- 
since 1920,—that is, meeting the year’s chief expenses 
out current income. has made some gains aside from 
those immediate income since price ratios are not quite 
sharply against it. 

But how far 1924 has cleared the basic situation yet 
unknown. The cities are still enjoying special brand 
prosperity, originating replacement their own wartime 
shortages. The railroads and all their thousands workers 
are also enjoying prosperity. Most farmers are still hang- 
ing the skin their teeth, paying debts they can. 
That part agriculture’s handicap which arises from the 
disparity between city and country may have been leveled 
out somewhat the last year. Its more basic difficulty 
that farmers are still burdened with debt and fixed charges 
which with deflation and violent change the price level. 

the turn the year finds farming little farther along 
adjustments within itself. for those factors that 
tend shape agriculture from without, three suggestions 
for public policy appear most often the expression 
farmers all over the country: That the public services 
which tend promote sound co-operative marketing should 
vigorously strengthened; That the farm burden 
taxes needs serious consideration; That freight rates can

THE DAIRY SITUATION DURING 1924 


look back over 1924, find year full unusual 
developments. suggest that conditions have been dis- 
couraging, perhaps implies the general feeling prevalent 
among those the industry who have been most vitally 
concerned, although must admitted that here and there 
have been happenings which were not without encouraging 
features. 

begin with, the year opened with markets all dairy 
products generally unsettled and sensitive every possible 
influence. The uncertainty future trends, the import and 
export outlook, and the apparently heavy accumulations 
certain manufactured dairy products, were all factors 
contributing the uneasy feeling which persisted the 
minds many. Butter interests were not particularly con- 
cerned regarding the storage surplus January few 
million pounds over last year, but they were worried over the 
continued imports butter which that time were close 
four million pounds per month.. The condensed milk trade 
experienced revival some export business early the 
year, but the other hand faced heavy accumulation 
stocks which had continued pile for six months more. 

Price trends during the early part the year followed 
general way the usual trend, but during the latter half, 
prices were held down under various influences and aver- 
aged much lower than 1923.

Very few 
people thought that milk could kept that long, because 
they had never known just how clean and pure milk must 
kept prevent souring. was all milk them, and 
they were used having their milk sour within thirty-six 
hours. Therefore, Mr. Watts put their credulity test. 
picked random the names four women Mankato, 
and presented each them with seven pint bottles clean, 
raw Guernsey milk, instructing them open but one bottle 
day, until one bottle revealed sour milk. The women 
followed instructions, and they found the seventh bottle 
his milk just sweet the bottle which was opened 
the first day. One woman speculative turn mind, 
kept her last bottle until soured, which occured the 
twelfth day. 


This test, made unpreserved milk kept under ordinary 
home refrigeration conditions disinterested parties, gave 
him the material for circular which was distributed the 
prospective consumers. The present trade this market 
alone, 500 quarts weekly, the answer the experiment.

VERY man who breeds dairy cattle must sooner later 

ask and answer the question, WHY? And the sooner 

the better, for success the industry depends largely upon 

the attitude the owner. Are you breeding for profit only? 

Are you breeding for constructive herd improvement? 

have you merely acquired choice herd incident 
country living? 

These questions are paramount importance this time 
occasion. This gathering Guernsey breeders for mutual 
exchange opinion invites consideration herd policy. 
The adoption workable plan meet changing conditions 
immediate concern each you who has invested mon- 
herd and who, for one reason another, ambitious 
realize upon that investment. some you, profit may 
not necessary; others may essential; but all 
you, some kind return, either cash satisfaction, indes- 
pensible you are long continue the business. 


There another element also, which enters into this dis- 
cussion. refer the liberal and constantly growing pat- 
ronage men large this respect the Guernsey 
breed appears especially favored. Within decade more 
than seven million dollars worth Guernsey cattle have been 
dispersed public vendue. Averages $1000 per head 
have become commonplace, and two thousand dollar aver- 
ages not unusual. Expressed printer’s ink these remark- 
able totals have had electrical effect upon the public 
mind. Through the publicity thus obtained, cattle values 
have been enhanced and the breed’s position the live 
stock world strengthened. This condition has been reflected 
the demand for quality stock. Many bulls have been sold 
private treaty ranging from $5000 $20,000 each, and 
one, within recent months, $35,000. Females have sold 
from $5000 $10,000 each. were possible compute 
the exact amount money which has changed hands all 
sales during the epoch-making period 1917-25, sure 
the grand total would startling. However, not neces- 
sary and perhaps inadvisable cite statistics this kind 
establish your position among the leaders the dairy 
cattle industry. The fact remains that proportion your 
breed has prospered, you have gained confidence. 
With banner year ahead, you have the faith and oppor- 
tunities for progress such rarely falls any group 
breeders. But how, may ask, will you use these opportu- 
nities? improve the breed, encourage speculative 
Speculation always temptation the trade 
and unsound. you accept the confidence imposed 
your breed obligation, you must work together 
promote its usefulness. say this, not with desire lessen 
your ardour for personal success, but rather encourage 
you regard your herd and your breed partners 
great and growin6 industry,—a basic industry, you please, 
which provides essential human food and makes for 
better and more stable agriculture. 


You have reason feel proud the fact that you have 
developed these shores improved type Guernsey 
cow. That the best cattle America are superior the 
Island’s best, is, believe, fair statement. That the 
Guernsey cow produces quality milk superior flavor 
and color not overlooked. These are economic ad- 


vantages which have contributed present-day results. 
Other assets are personnel congenial and industrious 
breed exponents and well-managed national association 
which works with you, and without friction, advance the 
best interests breeders, old and young, large and small. 

While these favorable indications are interesting and 
important, they are not your chief concern. Doubtless the 
Guernsey breed will continue improve character and 
usefulness time goes on. There place for our 
national scheme animal husbandry. has specific 
work do. The market demand for quality milk growing. 
There are national, state and local associations actively en- 
gaged educating heretofore, disinterested public dis- 
tinguish between milk high and low grade. That public, 
eventually sophisticated, will demand the 
and pay the higher price because also superior food. 

When that time comes, however, all dairy breeds will 
benefit accordingly their breeding establishments have 
developed along sound lines. harmful argue that any 
breed’s popularity today with those who are disposed and 
are able buy the best cattle obtainable makes its future 
secure even assures the exclusive patronage select 
clientele. You cannot dependent entirely upon one group 
for market. All industry follows well-known economic 
laws. What benefits select few may actually discourage 
the rank and file who are laboring under the handicaps 
limited means and limited opportunities. You must conserve 
the interests small and large breeders alike. The small 
breeder the dairy farm indispensible. has his eye 
you, and necessary keep your eye squarely focussed 
upon him. For order have and maintain stable 
industry you must have fair share his patronage. 
indispensible. 

You are not, correctly speaking, dairymen. You are 
breeders and disseminators seed stock. From your 
herds come the breeding animals which improve the quality 
output those who sell milk business. not only 
important that you shall demonstrate your herd the 
superiority the pure bred over the grade and non-descript; 
but also that you shall prove convincingly this rather 
skeptical potential buyer that you have product for sale 
which superior every respect,—in form, function and 
its ability produce and reproduce cost that will assure 
profit the investment. You must this because, 
the last analysis, cattle breeding business and the breeder 
who can render the best service the lowest price, for value 
received, will the recipient the larger share the pat- 
ronage. This, then, your opportunity and its limitation. 

for these reasons that have chosen discuss frankly 
with you some the questions which are pressing for solu- 
tion. important that look these questions from the 
standpoint our economic development. The weakness 
our live stock and farming operations inherent. 
have always produced more than enough. have been 
wasteful, because have never felt the pinch necessity. 
have lacked judgment select wisely; much that was 
good has been wasted; much that was bad has been conserved. 
But the world war has wrought remarkable change our 
methods thinking and doing. Most have been 
near events that have not realized what was going 
all about us. The farmer has never fully understood the 
economics the situation; and you must admit that 
difficult for man who has had neither the leisure nor oppor- 
tunity cultivate business sense, suddenly alter his 
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entire plan life, and enter into the spirit the new 
order things with intelligent understanding the 
science organization, specialization and the adjustment 
crop schedules meet the law supply and demand. Put 
all the predicament which the average farmer has 
been for the last five years and probable that would 
make wry faces the moon, too. And might, also, let 
the politicians make believe that they could, elected, 
legislate all back the broad highway prosperity again. 
So, there reason criticize the farmer, who, unfav- 
orable environment, has done the natural thing. Slow time 
will take care his mental attitude. The most significant 
fact our agricultural evolution that are passing 
through period readjustment which will eventuate 
new type American farmer. not mean this that 
our entire farm population going regenerated. Not 
all. Many, unfortunately for them, but fortunately for 
the industry, will not survive the ordeal. Their sons and 
daughters will, however. 

This younger generation has advantages which its forebears 
did not possess. developing with the aid scientific 
discoveries—labor and time-saving devices,—the automo- 
bile, the airplane, the radio and other facilities for easy 
communication which place remote rural sections close 
contact with all parts the country. This modern farmer 
will understand not only the science production and dis- 
tribution, but the economic laws which control prices, be- 
cause will possess the mental equipment assimilate 
new facts and comprehend the new order things. 

The underlying cause this change compulsion. 
long could take all there was out the soil, and put 
nothing back, and then move westward virgin soil and 
repeat the process, there was urgent need for the aid 
science. But after had scattered our agricultural popu- 
lation the far corners the continent and had farmed 
and farmed increased cost effort and with constantly 
diminishing returns, necessity knocked our door and 
commanded that change our method. did not heed 
until war woke up. aftermath few years 
wild speculation, learned that could not depend upon 
Europe buy all our surplus farm products; that grad- 
ual stages Europe would able take care itself; that 
had too many and indifferent kinds farmers; too much 
available farm land; too much the produce the soil that 
was unsalable fair price; that must adjust our methods 
meet the existing need our population and either learn 
farm intensively not all. 

these circumstances logical assume that not 
many years will elapse before the young, enterprising. mod- 
ern farmer will knocking your door and asking permis- 
sion examine your herd. will know the value 
dollar; will know the kind cattle wants buy. 
will look your cattle over critically; will also want see 
the calf crop, and study the evidences reproduction 
the herd; will doubtless admire your cattle; but the thing 
which will concern him most will the question cost. 
The red ink the pedigree will, fear, lose much its 
lustre, the cost feed consumed produce the milk was 
excessive. This type farmer will business-like. will 
choose the breed and select individuals with view de- 
veloping profitable business. 

Now let ask you this question: You want this business- 
farmer’s trade; will you ready for him when comes? 
so, you probably have inventory every breeding ani- 
mal your farm, and its history the herd; are keeping 
exact record the production every cow; know what 
each capable yielding, the actual yield and the profit 
per cow. You likewise have clear idea the amount 
which you have invested your herd—the cost the 
buildings, the cattle, the which you can estimate 
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your over-head cost and the amount depreciation 
charged off each year against income from the sale milk, 
breeding animals and other revenue. any fairly accurate 
system accounting appraisal the herd necessary. 
you are small breeder, gradually developing your oper- 
ations, the banker will regard you good bad risk ac- 
cordingly you keep your books. you are large and 
properous breeder, one who not dependent upon the 
farm for living, you will certainly demand that complete 
records kept, not only because your breeding estate 
taxable property, but because you are good business man. 

This change attitude the part the farmer-breeder 
certain have its effect upon you. will compel you 
orderly method herd management eventually, or, like 
the old-school farmer who now passing out, you will 
ground the mills competition. Some you will 
contend, perhaps, that this analogy does not apply all 
who own Guernsey cattle. Yes applies absolute- 
all men who profess cattle breeders, and relatively 
those who make professions all, but who take pleas- 
ure owning fine herds and mingling with the cattle fra- 
ternity. 

inconceivable that business which deals with living 
and variable animal form and function should not well 
organized and managed business which deals stable 
product which passed out the customer over the counter. 
The greater the risk the more urgent the need for appropriate 
checks and balances; and there business under the sun 
more risky and than the actual breeding improved 
forms live stock, particularly the dairy cow, for her useful- 
ness depends entirely upon her fecundity. She cannot give 
milk unless she breeding animal. She must also pro-

and discourage any and all unsound and highly speculative 
features the industry. seems that sure way 
keep the industry level keel avoid misleading 
and speculative methods merchandizing. Take for instance 
one aspect the craze for records which particularly dan- 
gerous, the exploitation few phenomenal producers 
scattered throughout the herds the few cows 
not make herd breed. The high record cows these 
herds may among the least desirable breeding animals. 
these statistical references great producing matrons 
mention made the individuals themselves, their ances- 
tors how and what cost they were fed. Now, which 
will eventually bring you the most profit and satisfaction,— 
have your herd known the home phenomenal pro- 
ducer, have known one those good breeding es- 
tablishments which every cow has satisfactory Ad- 
vanced Register You may sell bull out cham- 
pion milk cow long price, but what will you with all 
the other bulls that will born within the year? You may 
able write history about one cow your herd, but 
what can you say about the other cows that will interest 
prospective buyer bull calf heifer? good busi- 
ness move surplus stock fast possible, especially 
bull the orderly conduct your breeding oper- 
ations sound policy, therefore, insist upon high 
standard individual excellence your herd, that every 
cow capable making a.creditable record and worthy 
being the mother useful herd sire. That policy, con- 
sistently practiced, will win for you the respect and patron- 
age the new type farmer-breeder well the estate owner. 


The country estate owner most important factor 
breed extension. the largest buyer choice seed 
stock. His buildings are usually the last word the appli- 
cation scientific devices the health, maintenance and 
breeding dairy animals. all very well say that 
owner cattle who has interest herd development. 
Perhaps so, and perhaps otherwise. may have estab- 
lished breeding herd because liked around the 
cattle leisure hours; because his neighbors friends 
urged him buy; or, often the case, because wanted 
aid the work educating the farmers the country 
appreciate the value the pure bred. Many rural commu- 
nities have benefitted from the fine herds and generosity 
estate owners. But none these reasons will justify his long 
continuance the industry. may not desire profit and 
may not object high cost maintenance, but must get 
something out his live stock operations compensate 
him for what has invested them, will lose interest 
and sell out; and when his herd dispersed the result will 
the same had actually failed, or, said before, been 
the mills competition.”

Here good judgment 
would have saved him many the discouragements that 
follow the wake indiscriminate ill-advised buying, 
with the result that the herd would have been established 
practical basis and fair way yield handsome 
return satisfaction and possibly profit. could least 
have been made self-sustaining after the first few years, 
are the herds the well-known country estates England. 

refer the English estate because illustrates the point 
under discussion. The herds and flocks English estates are 
indispensable part intensive agriculture. assumed 
this country that the English estate owner 
practical live stockman, but usually this not the case. 
His estate inheritance and the agent responsible 
him for its proper care and maintenance. The herd manager 
supervises the breeding and selling the cattle. the 
practical stockman.

Now, think you will agree with that this far 
more satisfactory method conducting breeding establish- 
ments country estates than that commonly practiced 
America. gives the owner wealth satisfaction the 
development his herds and flocks; prevents waste and 
extravagance and assures the breed the benefits years 
constructive herd improvement. 


believe that the readjustment our farm economics 
there will come change the attitude the estate owner 
toward his live stock operations, which will share 
the benefits new and better order things. Certainly 
review the history estate farming America supplies 
need for the application business principles. Few 
them survive decade. None them is, England, 
live stock nursery institutional character and background. 
Yet feasible make them permanent, and there urgent 
need for it. well remember that the frequent disper- 
sions country estate herds are not helpful industry, 
even though the number new herds constantly increas- 
ing. The value any herd the breed lies its collective 
usefulness,—in the development families, accu- 
mulation facts that demonstrate the value the applica- 
tion correct principles the improvement form and 
function, the discovery new facts, and the building 
background experience that adds general knowledge 
and enriches our live stock traditions. need these ex- 
periences and traditions America. They are educational; 
they aidmaterially stabilizing the industry.
